The 
report goes vorV fully into the finaao.al 
and ec iiiomical condition of Cuba. 
Mr. Poi ter, in the opening of his re­ 
port. testifies to the consideration and 
courtesy shown him by Spaniard aud 
C a b a n alike. 
The folio vin 4 extract 
from a letter w ritten to Commissioner 
Porter by General Gomez, under date 
of Dot. 3, wi I be read with interest: 
••I must congratulate you cordially 
for lim high mission winch you have 
had entrusted to yon. 
I arn completely 
identified in all and w ith all concern­ 
ing it. On my side I am doing all I 
eau tor *he immediate reconstruction of 
the country. Its wounds will lit ai with 
the rap d promotion of the work. 
This

Mr. P(U‘ter has submitted for the ap­

The total value of imports in 1896, 
cents omitted was $61,443,334, of which 
the general average of reduction was at 
63.7 per cent. 
To the question, with such a large 
reduction of duties, how is it possible 
to secure revenue tor the purpose of 
administering the goverumeut of the 
island, the report says: 
“ There are 
several answers to this question, aud 
the facts bearing on the subject ure 
given in full ,u toe proper place in the 
report. The general answer is, that by 
reason of fraudulent classification aud 
smuggling, most of tile revenue col- 
lected from the people of Cuba never 
found its way into tee treasury of that 
island nor of Spain.” 
Mr. Porter further said: 
" I fie cupidity aud rapacity of the 
Spanish official iu Cuba is beyond con­ 
ception, aud, if we may judge by the 
inuits at santiago, the United Mates 
officials will be able to collect as much 
revenue on a tariff, the duties of which 
are more than a b n f or nearly two- 
thir.is less, than under the iniquitous 
law now iu lorco. 
The reduction to a 
reasonable rate of 
duty iu certain 
schedules, such as those relating to ma­ 
chinery, railway supplies, etc., will in­ 
crease the importation, aud tfcn revenue 
will certainly be greater than during the

the duty was equivalent to toe value of 
the engine. 
W uh a revised tariff of 26

Sometimes the coffin 
is tempoisinly deposited in a temple or 
kept in the house of the heir of the de­ 
ceased. Among tho poor a.s often as not 
it is conveyed to some sheltered spot 
aud covered with a mat. 
When in course of time (by aid of 
additional fees) the diviners can report 
that all objections to tiiial burial are re­ 
moved, the funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing and profane exces.ses. TTio mode 
of propitiation g enerally presrrihed by 
astrolog ers is the purchase of some stone 
or piece of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual of prayer and sacritice is made, 
or, if the client is wealthy, the building 
of a pag oda is sug g ested, in connection 
with which the mercenary fortune toller 
doubtless reaiis a larg e commission. 
The la.-it species of superstithm to 
which we will cull attention forces us 
to place China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nutions. One of these super­ 
stitions is that the soul of a dying per­ 
son takes possession of the bed aud room 
in which the invalid is lying .

SUPERSTITION F.ULESTHE RACE FROM 


CRADLE TO GRAVE.

One of the most interesting cases that 
bas ever occurred in the history of East 
Liverpool is that of six-year-old Warren 
Webber, near the upper part of Lincoln 
avenue.

No race in tho wide world is more 
controlled by superstitions notions than 
(bo Chinese. 
They cuter into eveiy act 
of a Chinaman's life, aud their influ­ 
ence is more lasting than that c f his re­ 
ligion. 
He cannot move baud or foot 
without their agency, and from the 
earliest moment of bis life down to the 
last detail in connection with his burial 
their power und influence are the guid­ 
ing motive* of his acts. 
AU business 
aud family matters are directly con­ 
trolled by superstitious sentiments, both 
rich and poor, young aud old, being 
slaves to their force. 
To the average Chinaman his religion 
is a mere negative factor in his modo of 
I fe, to be followed or disregarded at 
/oil], but no true son of Hail dares to 
aet otherwise than in accordance with 
the strict precepts of those spiritual 
powers which directly control his life. 
There are some amusing superstitions 
connected with Chinese entertainments. 
A dinner party is an ordeal which onco 
experienced is never forgotten. 
It con­ 
sists of from 40 to 50 distinct courses 
and occupies the gr.eater portion of a 
day 
Duriug the whole of these ref ants 
aud notwithstanding tho endless variety 
of dishes served Hie invited guest re­ 
tains the same plato throughout. 
Tho 
explanation of this strange custom is an 
old proverb, which lias now become a 
superstition, that "ho who changes tile 
plates kills the housewife." 
Chinese proverbs explain several of 
the superstitious notions with regard to 
women. It is considered un lucky for a 
woman to mix with the builders of a 
house or other edifice daring its erec­ 
tion, and to avoid any possibility of one 
straying into the premises all approaches 
are carefully guarded by watchmen, 
and a feuco is erected around the pro­ 
posed building as soon as its founda­ 
tions are laid. 
Tho explanation of ihis is tho saying, 
"Women mix ill with wood, and death 
lives in the house over whose founda­ 
tions a woman has walked." Thoro is 
a similar horror of the fairsex interfer­ 
ing with any public matter of national 
interest or in any business transactions 
where men are concerned. "Women tie 
knots," says the Chinese proverb. "Let 
them remaiti at home." 
No funeral can take place until as­ 
trologers aud professional fortune tellers 
have been consulted. These unscrupu­ 
lous diviners decide the plaoe of burial, 
and in the event of disagreement no 
final interment can take place. This ac­ 
counts for the number of unburied cof­ 
fins which are seen about the country 
districts in China. Sometimes the coffin 
is temporarily deposited in a temple or 
kept in-the house of the heir of the de­ 
ceased. Among the poor as often as not 
it is conveyed to some sheltered spot 
aud covered with a mat. 
When in course of time (by aid of 
additional fees) the diviners can report 
that all objections to final burial are re­ 
moved, tho funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing and profane excesses. Tile mode 
of propitiation generally prescribed by 
astrologers is the purchase of some stone 
or piece of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual of prayer and sacrifice is made, 
or, if the client is wealthy, the building 
of a pagoda is suggested, in connection 
with which the mercenary fortune teller 
doubtless reaps a large commission. 
The last species of superstition to 
which we will call attention forces us 
to place China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nations. One of these super­ 
stitious is that the soul of a dying per­ 
son takes possession of the bed aud room 
in which tile invalid is lying. To obvi­ 
ate such a curse as this the relatives of 
the dying person, as soon as they per­ 
ceive his end approaching, forcibly re­ 
move him from his bed and place him 
almost naked upon a board. If by chance 
a man should expire in his bed, it, to­ 
gether with all tho furniture in the 
room, must be burned aud many atone­ 
ments offered before the room is consid­ 
ered fit for habitation again. 
Many strange and inhuman ideas are 
associated with the illness aud death of 
children. If a child sickens and dies be­ 
fore the age of 12 years, its last mo­ 
ments are hastened by the horrible 
cruelty of its parents. 
So long as hope 
is possible the parents do their utmost 
to save their child, but as soon as the 
doctors abandon hope the child is strip­ 
ped naked aud placed against the outer 
door of the house. 
When tho end has 
come, the corpse is thrown out into the 
street to be • picked up by the passing 
dead cart 
The reason for this brutality is this: 
If a family loses a child before it has 
grown to maturity, its parents refuse to 
regard it as their offspring, but rather 
as some evil spirit who has worked its 
way into their home in order to bring 
••uin aud misfortune upon it and them.

T h e P o w e r That W o a ld Be R e q u ir e d 
to Move t h e B a r th . 
Statieticia is sometimes have queer 
ideas. Ono of them has amused h im s e lf 
by calculating how much energy, water 
and coal it w ould take to move the 
earth a foot, supposing that it was sub­ 
jected throughout its mass to a force 
equivalent to terrestrial gravitation. 
This is a gratuitous supposition, for in 
spite of its enormous mass tho earth 
wcigus nothing. 
Starting with the fact that the earth’s 
mass is about 0,100 million-inillion- 
million tons, our statistician calculates 
that we should require 70,000,000,000 
years for a 10,000 
horsepower en­ 
gine to move our globe a foot. The 
boiler that should feed 
tins engine 
would vaporize a quantity of water that 
would cover tho whole lace of (he globe 
with a layer HOO feet deep. The vapori­ 
zation of this water would require 4,OOO 
million-million tons of coal. This coal 
carried iii ears holding ten tons each 
aud having a total length of 80 feet, 
would require 400 million million cars, 
which would reach 80,000,000 times 
around the earth. 
This train, moving 
at tho rate of 40 miles an hour, would 
take more than 5,000,000 years to trav­ 
erse its own length. It would require 
for storage a fchcd that would cover 
1,000 times tho area of Europe. 
If we realize that this fantastically 
huge amount of energy is nothing at all 
compared with what tho earth possesses 
in virtue et its rotation about its axis, 
its revolution about the sun, and its 
translation in space with tho solar sys­ 
tem, of which the earth is but an in­ 
finitesimal part and which itself is but 
an infinitesimal part of the universe, 
we may get someideaof the importance 
of man in tho universe and estimate his 
incommensurable pride at its just value. 
—Nature. 


D A N G ER O U S PIGS. 


T h e P e c c a r y la W h o lly F e a r l e s s a n d 
W ill I'I ac lit Man o r B e a st. 
A writer in the St. Louis Republic 
says that the most vicious aud fearless 
member of the brute creation is the pec­ 
cary, or wild hog, of Mexico. This ani­ 
mal seems utterly devoid of fear and dis­ 
plays an intelligence in fighting man 
strangely at variance with its apparent­ 
ly complete lack of mental attributes. 
Their ability to scent men is particu­ 
larly marked. The only thing to do 
when they get after you is to run away 
from them us fast as a horse can carry 
you, and then there is no certainty that 
they won’t catch you. They are nearly 
as swift as a horse, and their endurance 
is as great as their viciousness. 
A friend of mine encountered a drove 
of them in a wild part of Mexico a few 
years ago, and his escape was almost 
miraculous. He very foolishly shot and 
wounded a number of them. Then he 
took refuge iu a tree. 
The peccaries kept him in the tree all 
that day aud through the night. 
They 
circled round the tree, grunting aud 
squealing their delight at the prospect 
of a feast. 
He soon exhausted his am­ 
munition aud brought down a peccary 
at each fire, hut this had no terrors for 
the beasts. 
Toward morning they began to eat 
those he had killed, after which they 
formed in line aud trotted off. If they 
had not had some of their own number 
to devour, they would have guarded 
that tree until myfrieud, through sheer 
exhaustion, dropped from his perch aud 
allowed them to make a meal of him.

SOME PECULIAR BEQUESTS AND CURI­ 
OUS CONDITIONS.

The admiration of our American cous­ 
ins for their country is a prominent 
characteristic of their daily life, and 
tome years ago a Mr. Sanborn desired 
that in (bath as in life his body should 
proclaim the glory of the republic. Ho 
left £1,0U01) the late Professor Agassiz, 
in return for which bo was, by an ex­ 
tremely scientific process set forth in 
the will to tan his (Sanborn’s) skin 
into leather and from it have a drum 
made. Two of tim most suitable bones 
of his body were to be made into drum­ 
sticks, aud with these a Mr. Warren 
Simpson—to whom Sanborn left the re­ 
mainder of his property—was "ou every 
17th of June to repair to the foot of 
Bunker bill anil at sunrise beat on the 
drum, the parchment of which had been 
made out of the testator’s skin, the 
spirit stirring strains of ‘Yankee Doo­ 
dle.” ’ 
A somewhat similar bequest was 
made by a German in 1887. lie died in 
Pittsburg aud by bis will directed that 
his body should ho cremated aud tho 
ashes forwarded to tho German consul 
at New York, who was to deliver them 
to the captain of tho steamship Elbe. 
When in midjcean, the captain was to 
request a passenger to dress himself iii 
nautical costume, and, ascending with 
tho funeral urn to the topmast, to scat­ 
ter the ashes to tho four winds of heav­ 
en. These strange directions were faith- 
rully carried out. 
Quite as peculiar were the directions 
for the funeral of a Mr. John Under­ 
wood. 
Ho willed that he was to be 
buried in a green coffin with a copy of 
Horace andor his head aud of Aliltou 
under his feet, a Greek testament in 
bis right hand and a small Horace in 
his left. Six friends, who were not to 
wear mourning, were to follow him to 
the giaveaud there to sing a verse of 
the twentieth ode of the second book of 
Horace. After this they were to "take 
a cheerful glass und think no more of 
John Underwood.’’ 
Wills may also be admitted as evi­ 
dence of the mixed blessings of the 
matrimonial state. 
A nobleman wrote, 
" I give and bequeath to the worst of 
women, whom I unfortunately married, 
45 brass halfpence, which will bay her 
a pullet for supper.” 
A Glasgow doctor, dying some ten 
years ago, left the wholo of his estate to 
his two sisters, and then came this ex­ 
traordinary clause: "To my wife, as a 
recompense for deserting me and leav­ 
ing me iii peace, I expect the said sister 
Elizabeth to make her a gift of IO shil­ 
lings sterling, to buy lier a pocket hand­ 
kerchief to weep in after my decease." 
A Mr. .Sydney Dickenson bequeathed 
to his wife the sum of £60,000, "on 
condition that she undertakes to pass 
two hours a day at my graveside, for 
the ten years following my decease, in 
company with her sister, whom I have 
reason to know she loathes worse than 
she does me. ’’ 
Another husband stated that he would 
have left his widow £10,000 ii she had 
allowed him to read his newspaper in 
peace, but as she always commenced 
playing und singing when he started to 
read he left her only £1,000. Such in­ 
stances could be mutiplied indefinitely, 
but one other is worthy of note. 
A husband left his wife £12,000, to be 
increased to JL24,000 provided that she 
wore a widow’s cap alter his death. She 
accepted the larger amount, wore the 
cap for six months, and then put it off. 
A lawsuit followed, but the judge held 
that the testator should have inserted 
the word "always" aud gave judgment 
in favor of the widow, who the day alt­ 
er re-entered the state of matrimony. 
Thus the husband’s little plan for pre­ 
venting his widow marrying again fail­ 
ed. 
But the most curious will which the 
writer has ever come across is that of 
M. Zalesky, a Polish landlord, who died 
in 1889, leaving property valued at 
100,000 rubles. His will was inclosed in 
an envelope bearing the words, "To Be 
Opened After My Death " Inside this 
was another envelope, "To Be Opened 
Six Weeks Alter My Death." When this 
time bad passed, the second envelope 
was opened and a third uncovered, "To 
Be Opened One Year After My Death." 
At the end of the year a fourtli en­ 
velope wa* discovered, to be opened two 
years after the testator’s death, aud so 
the game went on until 1804, when the 
actual will was discovered and read. 
It was quite as eccentric in its disposi­ 
tions as the directions attached to its 
opening. 
The testator bequeathed half 
his fortune to such of his heirs as had 
the largest number of children. 
The 
rest of the property was to be placed in 
a bauk and a hundred years after his 
death to be divided, with the accumu­ 
lated interest, among the will maker’s 
descendants. 
Thus by 1989, at 5 per 
cent compound interest, the 60,000 ru­ 
bles will have swelled into 6,000 OOO 
rubles. But what will this be among so 
many descendants?—Household Words.

To the average Chinaman bis religion 
is a mere negative factor in his mode of 
I fu, to be followed or disregarded at 
a ill, but no true son of Hail dares to 
act otherwise than in accordance with 
the strict precepts of those spiritual 
powers which directly control his life. 
There are some amusing superstitions 
connected with Chinese entertainments. 
A dinner party is an ordeal which onco 
expericLccd ih never forgotten. 
Jt con­ 
sists of from 40 to CO distinct courses 
and occupies tho greater portion of a 
day 
During the whole of these rej asta 
und notwithstanding tho endless variety 
of dishes nerved tho invited guest re­ 
tains the SUKO plate throughout. 
Tho 
explanation of this strange custom is an 
old proverb, which lias now become a 
superstition, that ‘‘ho who changes the 
plates k ills the housewife.” 
Chinese proverbs explain several of 
the superstitious notions with regard to 
women. 
It is considered unlucky for a 
woman to mix with the builders of a I 
house or other edifice during its cree- i 
lion, arid to avoid any possibility of one I 
straying into tho promises all approaches 
are carefully guarded by watchmen, 
and a fenco is erected aronnd the pro­ 
posed building as soon us its founda­ 
tions are laid. 
Tho explanation of this is tho saying, 
‘‘Women mix ill with wood, and death 
lives in tho house over whose founda­ 
tions a woman has walked. ” There is 
a similar horror of the fairsex interfer­ 
ing with any public matter of national 
interest or in any business transactions 
where men are concerned. “ Women tie 
knots,” says tho Chinese proverb. “ Let 
them remain at home.” 
No funeral can take place until as­ 
trologers ami professional fortnne tellers 
have been consulted. 
These unscrupu­ 
lous diviners decide the plaeo of burial, 
and iii the event of disagreement no 
final in term eat can take place. This ac­ 
counts for t he number of unburied cof­ 
fins which are seen about the country 
districts in China. Sometimes the coffin 
is temporarily deposited iii u temple or 
kept in the house of the heir of the de­ 
ceased. Among the poor as often as not 
it is conveyed to some sheltered spot 
aud covered with a mat. 
When iii course of time (by aid of 
additional fees) the diviners can report 
that all objections to final burial are re­ 
moved, the funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing and profane excesses. The mode 
of propitiation generally prescribed by 
astrologers is the purchase of some stone 
or piece of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual of prayer and sacrifice is made, 
or, if the client is wealthy, the building 
of a pagoda is suggested, in connection 
with which the mercenary fortune teller 
doubtless reaps a large commission. 
The last species of superstition to 
which we will cull attention forces us 
to place China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nations. One of these super­ 
stitious is that the soul of a dying per­ 
son takes possession of the bed aud room 
iii which the invalid is lying. To obvi- I 
ato such a curse as this the relatives of j 
the dying person, as soon as they per-! 
ceive His end approaching, forcibly re­ 
move him from his bed and place him 
almost naked upon a board. If by chanco 
a man should expire in his bed, it, to­ 
gether with all the furniture in the 
room, must he burned aud many atone­ 
ments offered before the room is consid­ 
ered fit for habitation again. 
Many strange aud inhuman ideas are 
associated with the illness and death of 
children. If a child sickens and dies be­ 
fore the age of 12 years, its last mo­ 
ments are hastened by tho horrible 
cruelty of its parents. 
So long as hope 
is possible the parents do their utmost 
to save their child, but as soon as the 
doctors abandon hope the child is strip­ 
ped naked and placed against the outer 
door of the house. 
When the end has 
come, the corpse is thrown out into the 
street to be • picked up by the passing 
dead cart. 
The reason for tins brutality is this: 
If a family bises a child before it has 
grown to maturity, its parents refuse to 
regard it as their offspring, but rather 
as some evil spirit who has worked its 
way into their home in order to bring 
ruin aud misfortune upon it aud them.

Wills may also be admitted as evi­ 
dence of tho mixed blessings of the j 
matrimonial state. 
A nobleman wrote, 
‘‘I give aud bequeath to the worst of 
women, whom I unfortunately married, 
45 brass halfpence, which will buy her 
a pullet for supper.” 
A Glasgow doctor, dying some ten 
years ago, left the whole of his estate to 
his two sisters, and then came this ex­ 
traordinary clause: “ To my wife, as a 
recompense for deserting me aud leav­ 
ing me in peace, I expect the said sister 
Elizabeth to make her a gift of IO shil­ 
lings sterling, to buy her a pocket hand­ 
kerchief to weep iii after my decease.” 
A .Mr. .Sydney Dickenson bequeathed 
to his wife tho sum of £60,000, “ on 
condition that she undertakes to pass 
two hours a day at my graveside, for 
the ten years following my decease, iii 
company with her sister, whom I have 
reason to know she loathes worse than 
she does me. ” 
Another husband stated that he would 
have left his widow £10,000 if she had 
allowed him to read his newspaper in 
peace, but as she always commenced 
playing and singing when he started to 
read he left her only £1,000. 
Such in­ 
stances could be mutiplied indefinitely, 
hut one other is worthy of note. 
A husband left his wife £12,000, to be 
increased to £24,000 provided that she 
wore a widow’s cap after his death. She 
accepted the larger amount, wore the 
cap for six months, and then put it off. 
A lawsuit followed, but the judge held 
that the testator should have inserted 1 
the word “ always” aud gave judgment 
in favor of the widow, who the day alt- I 
er re-entered the state of matrimony. I

Ilourglasses or sand glasses were for­ 
merly used for th e purpose of measuring 
time at ch ess match es, but uow special­ 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for th is purpose. Th eso clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on a common base, 
wh ich moves on a pivot, th e two clocks 
th erefore being on th e arms of a sort of 
seesaw. 
Th e beam or base is so con­ 
structed th at wh en one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicnlar, wh ile 
th e de[ re.ssed clock lies over at an an­ 
gle, but as th e mech anism of each clock 
is so constructed th at it only moves 
wh en th e clock is perfectly perpendicu­ 
lar it follows th at wh en th e uprigh t 
clock is going th e depressed clock is at 
rest. 
Anoth crand moro modern variety h as 
th e two clocks fixed on th e same level, 
but with a small brass arm reach ing 
from th e top of one to th e top of th e 
oth er. Th is arm acts on a pivot aud can 
bo brough t down into actual contact 
v*^ith one clock at a time by a touch of 
th e ííogtT. 
Wh en it is th us in contact, 
by an ingenious device th e clock is stop­ 
ped and th e desired result is attained. 
Th e working of th e clock during a 
match is simplicity itself. At th e com­ 
mencement of th e match th e h ands of 
each clock point to 13. Th en at th e call 
of “ time to conimeuco play ,” th e clock 
of th o first player is started; th en, as 
soon as h e makes h is first move, be stops 
bis own clock, eith er by depressing it 
or by touch ing th e arm referred to, th e 
same motion starting bis opponent’s 
clock. 
Ho it goes on during th e entire 
course of th e game, each move being 
marked by th e stopping of one clock aud 
th e 
starting of 
th e oth er.—Leisure 
Hour.

W. F. Bailey qontribates to Th e Cen­ 
tury an article on “ Th e Pony Express, ’’ 
between St. Joseph , Mo., and San F ra n­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Bailey says: 
At first th e sch edule was fixed at 10 
days, an average of 
8 miles an h our 
from start to finish . Th is was cut down 
to 8 days, requiring an average speed of 
10 miles. 
Th e quickest trip made was 
ill carrying President Lincoln’s inau­ 
gural address, wh ich was done in 7 days 
and 17 h ours, an average speed of 10.7 
miles per h our, th e fastest time of any 
one rider being 
120 miles, from Sm ith ’s 
Creek to Fort Ch urch ill, by Pony Bob, 
in 8 h ours and 10 minutes, or 14.7 
miles per h our. 
Considering th e dis­ 
tance and difficnlties encountered, such 
as h ostile Indians, road agents, floods 
and snowstorms, aud accidents to h orses 
aud riders, th e sch edule was m ain­ 
tained to an astonish ing degree. 
Th e 
service created th e greatest euth nsiasm 
nut only among th o employees, but also 
in th e ranks of stage employees, freigh t­ 
ers and residents along th e route.

ilege, and w’oe be to th e man wh owrould 
so much as th row a stone in th e way.

P H Y S IC A L TRAINING. 


I t a V a l n e n n a P r e v e n t i v e a n d C a r e 


o f P o l n i o n n r y D i s e a a e e . 
Dr. E. Fletch er Ingale of Ch icago, in 
a paper w’ith th is title, said th at th e 
absence of systeraatlo study by ph ysi­ 
cians and th e very meager literature 
compelled h im to be somewh at dogmatic 
in h is paper. One of th e m m t common 
observations made by medical men, be 
said, was th at th e long, narrow, flat 
ch ested individual was th e one liable to 
th e 
development of toben.mlosis and 
th at in patients presenting th is form of 
ch est th o ch ances for recovery were re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
Th is observation be considered suffi­ 
cient to suggest th at systematic ph ysical 
training in aiding th e development of 
th e respiratory muscles, th oracic walls 
aud pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service iu preventing tuberculosis 
aud iu curing its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, be said, furnish ed a most fa­ 
vorable nidus for th e development of 
tuberculosis. 
Th erefore for th e preven­ 
tion of th e disease measures sh ould be 
adopted to expand th e lungs and bring 
th e air ceils into th e best possible work­ 
ing condition. 
He th ough t it probable th at ia most 
cases th ere was an early tuberculous 
localized an}oraia,dimiuish iug th e nutri­ 
tion of th o parts and making th em more 
susceptible to th e tubercle bacilli and 
th eir toxins. Of th e large percentage of 
th e h uman family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), th e majority 
recovered, even wh en th e disease affect­ 
ed th o lungs, it not proving fatal h i 
more th an 13 per cent. 
He stated th at in most of th ose wh o 
recovered th e dis^'ase h ad made but lit­ 
tle progress, and th at it was only at 
autopsy after death from oth er causes 
th at its presence was detected, in view 
of wh ich it was th e ph ysician’s duty to 
receanmend measures likely to strength ­ 
en th e resisting pow’er of th o lungs, 
Th o beneficial influence of a h igh alti- 
tutie h e considered probably due to th e 
increased distension of th o air vessels, 
and th at as a means of proph ylaxis th e 
first measure sh ould be to teach th e pa­ 
tient to breath e deeply. 
Careful ph ysical training, h e said, 
was « if th e greatest importance, it being 
pos-ible for th e long, narrow', flat ch est­ 
ed to increase th e expansion of th e ch est 
two or th ree inch es, improve th e form 
and increase th e c ire unit ere nee. Ho be- 
lipM« d it possible h y ph ysical develop- 
m iut toch eik th o process of tuberculosis 
wh en it h ad become establish ed in th e 
ch est and to promote recovery.—Med­ 
ical Record,

CHESS CLOCKS. 


There 
Are 
Specially 
Constructed 
Oner l'»ed In the Game. 
Hourglasses or sand glasses were for­ 
merly used for the purpose of measuring 
time at chess matches, bot now special­ 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for this purpose. These clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on a common base, 
which moves on a pivot, the two clocks 
therefore being on the arms of a sort of 
seesaw. 
The beam or base is so con­ 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an Bu­ 
gle, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed that it only moves 
when tho clock is perfectly perpendicu­ 
lar it follows that wbeu the upright 
clock is going the depressed clock is at 
rest. 
Another and more modern variety has 
tho two clocks fixed on the same level, 
but with a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. This arm acts on a pivot aud eau 
bo brought down into actual contact 
with one clock at a time by a touch of 
the finger. 
When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop­ 
ped and the desired result is attained. 
The working of the clock during a 
match is simplicity itself. At the com­ 
mencement of the match the bands of 
each clock point to 12. Then at the call 
of "tim e to commence play,” the clock 
of tho first player is started; then, as 
soon as he makes his first move, he stops 
his own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same motion starting bis opponent’s 
clock. 
So it goes on daring the entire 
coarse of the game, each move being 
marked by the stopping of one clock aud 
the 
starting of 
the other.—Leisure 
Hour.

The Pony Express. 
W. F. Bailey qontributes to The Cen­ 
tury an article ou ‘‘The Pony Express, ” 
between St. Joseph, Mo., and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Bailey says; 
At first the schedule was fixed at IO 
days, an average of 8 miles an hour 
from start to finish. This was cut down 
to 8 days, requiring an average speed of 
IO miles. 
The quickest trip made was 
iu carrying President Lincoln’s inau­ 
gural address, which was done in 7 days 
and 17 boars, an average speed of 10.7 
miles per hoar, the fastest time of any 
one rider being 120 miles, from Smith's 
Creek to Fort Churchill, by Pony Bob, 
in 8 hours and IO minutes, or 14.7 
miles per bour. Considering the dis­ 
tance and difficulties encountered, such 
as hostile Indians, road agents, floods 
and snowstorms, aud accidents to horses 
aud riders, the schedule was m ain­ 
tained to an astonishing degree. 
The

ers aud residents along the route.

PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


It* Vain© a* a Preventive and C a re 
of Palmonnry Disease*. 
Dr. E. Fletcher Iugals of Chicago, in 
a paper with this title, said that tbe 
absence of systematic study by physi­ 
cians and the very meager literature 
compelled him to be somewhat dogmatic 
in his paper. One of the most common 
observations made by medical men, be 
said, was that tbe long, narrow, flat 
chested individual was the one liable to 
the 
development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this form of 
chest tho chances for recovery were re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
This observation he considered suffi­ 
cient to suggest that systematic physical 
training in aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walls 
aud pulmonary capacity woald be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and iu caring its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, be said, furnished a most fa­ 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis. 
Therefore for the preven­ 
tion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand tbe lungs and briog 
the air cells into the best possible work­ 
ing condition. 
He thought it probable that in most 
cases there was an early tuberculous 
localized anaemia,diminishing tbe nutri­ 
tion of tho parts and making them more 
susceptible to tbe tubercle bacilli and 
their toxins. Of tbe large percentage of 
the human family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the majority 
recovered, even when tbe disease affect­ 
ed tho lungs, it not proving fatal rn 
more than 12 per cent. 
He stated that in most of those who 
recovered tbe disease had made but lit­ 
tle progress, aud that it was only at 
autopsy after death from other causes 
that its presence was detected, in view 
of which it was the physicians duty to 
recommend measures likely to strength­ 
en tho residing power of tho lungs. 
The beneficial influence of a high alti­ 
tude he considered probably due to tbe 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of prophylaxis tbe 
first measure should he to teach the pa­ 
tient to breathe deeply. 
Careful physical training, he said, 
was of the greatest importance, it being 
possible for the long, narrow, flat chest­ 
ed to increase the expansion of tbe chest 
two or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. Ho be­ 
h e a d it possible by physical develop­ 
ment to check tho process of tuberculosis 
when it had become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery.—Med­ 
ical Record.

The beam or base is so con­ 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an an ­ 
glo, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed th at it only moves 
when tho clock is perfectly perpendicu­ 
lar it follows that when tho upright 
clock is going tho depressed clock is at 
rest. 
Another and more modern variety has 
tho two clocks lixod on the same level, 
but w ith a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. This arm acts on a pivot aud eau 
bo brought down into actual contact 
w ith one clock at a tim e by a touch of 
the finger. 
When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop­ 
ped and tho desired result is attained. 
The working of the clock during a 
match is sim plicity itself. At the com­ 
mencement of the m atch the bands of 
each clock point to 13. Then at the call 
of “ tim e to commence play ,” the clock 
of tho first player is started ; then, as 
soon as he makes his first move, be stops 
bis own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same m otion starting his opponent’s 
clock. 
So it goes on during the entire 
course of the game, each move being 
marked by the stopping of one clock aud 
the 
starting of 
the other.—Leisure 
Hour.

The quickest trip made was 
in carrying President Lincoln’s inau­ 
gural address, which was done in 7 days 
and 17 hours, an average speed of 10.7 
miles per hour, the fastest time of any 
one rider being 120 miles, from Sm ith’s 
Creek to Fort Churchill, by Pony Bob, 
in 8 hours and IO minutes, or 14.7 
miles per bour.

o f P a ltn n n a r y D is e a s e s . 
Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals of Chicago, in 
paper w ith this title, said th at the 
absence of system atic study by physi­ 
cians and the very meager literature 
compelled him to be somewhat dogmatic 
u his paper. One of the most common 
observations made by medical men, be 
said, was that the long, narrow, flat 
chested individual was the one liable to 
the 
development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this form of 
ohest tho chances for recovery were re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
This observation he considered suffi­ 
cient to suggest that systematic physical 
training in aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walls 
aud pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and iu curing its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, be said, furnished a most fa­ 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis. 
Therefore for the preven­ 
tion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand the lungs and bring 
the air ceils into the best possible work­ 
ing condition. 
He thought it probable that in most 
cases there was an early tuberculous 
localized amninia,diminishing the n u tri­ 
tion of tho parts and making them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilli aud 
their toxins. Of the large percentage of 
the human fam ily said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the m ajority 
recovered, even when the disease affect­ 
ed tho lungs, it not proving fatal m 
more than 12 per cent. 
He stated that in most of those who 
recovered the disease had made but lit­ 
tle progress, aud that it w as only at 
autopsy after death from other causes 
that ifs presence M’as detected, in view 
of which it was the p h ysician s duty to 
recommend measures likely to strength­ 
en tho resisting pow’er of tho lungs. 
Tho beneficial influence of a high a lti­ 
tude he considered probably due to the 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of prophylaxis the 
first measure should bo to teach the pa­ 
tient to breathe deeply. 
Careful physical training, he said, 
was of the greatest importance, it being 
possible for the long, narrow, flat ch est­ 
ed to increase the expansion of the chest 
two or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. Ho be­ 
lieved it possible by physical develop­ 
ment to check the process of tuberculosis 
when it had become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery.

W a s h in g t o n , N o v . 16.— Gen. Breck­ 
inridge continued his testimony before 
the war investigating commission. 
He 
had, he said, gone to Cuba as inspector 
general, arriving at Tampa on Jane 5. 
He had observed casually the prepara­ 
tion for the disembarkation of troops 
before the expedition left, and had con­ 
cluded that they were quite inadequate. 
Continu.ng, he said that there was no 
preparatiou for landing in the face of 
an enemy other than that which the 
navy might furnish. So far as he had 
observed there were only two lighters 
and two scows secured ou behalf of the 
army before the departure from Tampa. 
Speaking of the conflict of authority 
on the transports, he said the masters of 
the vessels aid not respond as promptly 
as might have been desired.

16.—Gen. Breck­ 
inridge continued his testim ony before 
the war investigating commission. 
He 
had, lie said, gone to Cub* as inspector 
general, arriving at Tampa on Ja n e 5. 
He had observed casually the prepara­ 
tion for the disembarkation of troops 
before the expedition b it, and had con­ 
cluded th at they were quite inadequate. 
C ontinua#, he said that there was no 
preparation for landing in the face of 
an enemy other than th at w hich the 
navy m ight furnish. 
So fur as he had 
observed there were only two lighters 
and two scows secured on behalf of the 
army before tho depaituro from Tam pa. 
Speaking of tho conflict of authority 
on I he transports, he said the m asters of 
the vessels oui not respond as prom ptly 
as m ight have been desired.

This, he continued, had 
been tho w ar of all others when success 
had been won in its earliest stages. 
He 
believed th at the w ar was the Lord's 
war, and th at this wonderful success 
was due to his supervision. 
He did not feel th at Geueral Shafter 
was above criticism in the conduct of 
the campaign. 
The arm y was

which was oapable of m eeting all calls. 
“No m atter how it was tangled up ,” he 
said, “ it w eut to victory.” 
He had at 
the tim e quoted Lord Beresford when 
he said to his arm y upon a certain occa­ 
sion:

General Breckinridge spoke of the

Mr. Potter, in the opening of his re­ 
port , testities to the consideration aud 
eonrtosy shown him by Spaniard a n i 
Caban alike. 
The following extract 
from a loiter w ritten to Commissioner 
Porter by General Gomez, under date 
of Oct. 8, wi I be read with interest: 
“I must congratulate you cordially 
for ihe high mission which you have 
had entrusted to you. 
I am completely 
ideutined in all and w ith all concern­ 
ing it. On my side I am doing ail I 
eau tor th* immediate reconstru it ion of 
Hie couutrv. Its wounds will Inal with 
the rap d promotion ot til© work. 
This 
iB lh battle we are now lighting, aud 
all men of good will should joiu us iu 
our it ruglike.” 
Mr. Pearter has submitted for the ap­ 
proval of the honorable secretary or the 
treasury a complete revision of the lur­ 
id in the for n of a new bill, whicn will 
bu examined by theexperts of the treas­ 
ury department aud, if approved, will 
be promulgated by toe president aud 
toke effect at tile port of Cientuegos 
Pee.

During the whole of these rej asta 
and notwithstanding tho endless variety 
of dishes served (he invited guest re­ 
tains the same plate throughout. 
Tho 
explanation of this strange custom is un 
old proverb, which lias now become a 
superstition, that “ ho who changes the 
plates kills the housewife.“ 
Chiueso proverbs explain several of 
the superstitious not ions with regard to 
women. It is considered unlucky for a 
woman to mix with the builders of a 
house or other edifice during its erec­ 
tion, and to avoid any possibility of one 
straying into the promises all approaches 
are carefully guarded by watchmen, I 
and a fence is erected around the pro­ 
posed building as soon as its founda­ 
tions are laid. 
Tho explanation of this is tho saying, 
“ Women mix iii with wood, and death 
lives in the house over whoso founda­ 
tions a woman has walked. ” There is 
a similar horror of tho fairsex interfer­ 
ing with any public matter of national 
interest or iii any business transactions 
whore men are concerned. “ Women tie 
knots,” says the Chiueso proverb. “ Lot 
them remain at home.” 
No funeral can take place until as­ 
trologers uud professional fortune tellers 
have been consulted. These unscrupu­ 
lous diviners decide the place of burial, 
and iii the event of disagreement no 
final interment can take place. This ac­ 
counts for Hie number of unburied cof­ 
fins which ure seen about the country 
districts in China. Sometimes the coffin 
is temporarily deposited in a temple or 
kept in the house of the heir of the de­ 
ceased. Among the poor us often as not 
it is conveyed to some sheltered spot 
uud covered with a mat. 
When iii course of time (by aid of 
additiouul fees) the diviners can report 
that all objections to final burial are re­ 
moved, the funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing aud profane excesses. The mode 
of propitiation generally prescribed by 
astrologers is the purchase of some stone 
or piece of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual of prayer aud sacrifice is made, 
or, if the clieut is wealthy, the building 
of a pagoda is suggested, iu connection 
with which the mercenary fortune teller 
doubtless reaps a large commission. 
The lait species of superstition to 
which we will call attention forces us 
to pluce China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nations. One of these super­ 
stitious is that the soul of a dying per­ 
son takes possession of the bed aud room 
in which tile invalid is lying. To obvi­ 
ate such a curse us this the relatives of 
the dying person, as soon as they per­ 
ceive his end approaching, forcibly re­ 
move him from his bed and place him 
almost tmkt d upon a board. If by chance 
a man should expire iii his bed, it, to- j 
gi thor with all tile furniture iu the 
room, must lie burned aud many atone­ 
ments offered before the room is consid­ 
ered fit for hubiiutiuu again. 
Many strange uud inhuman ideas are j 
associated with the illness and death of 
children. If a child sickens and dies be 
fore the age of 12 years, its last mo­ 
ments are hastened by the horrible 
cruelty of its parents. 
8o loug as hope 
is possible the parents do their utmost 
to suve their ehild, but as soon as the 
doctors abandon hope the child is strip­ 
ped naked and placed against the outer 
door of the house. 
When the end bus 
come, the corpse is thrown out into the 
street to lie - picked up by the passing 
dead cart. 
The reusou for this brutality is this: 
lf a family loses a child before it has 
grown to maturity, its pareut* refuse to 
regard it a* their offspring, but rather 
as some evil *pirit who has worked its 
way iuto their home iu order to bring 
ruin and misfortune upon it and them.

Hourglasses or sand glasses were for­ 
m erly used for the purpose of m easuring 
tim e at chess matches, but now special­ 
ly constructed clocks are in general use 
for this purpose. These clocks consist of 
tw o clocks, m ounted on a common base, 
which niovis on u pivot, the tw o clocks 
th en fore being on the arm s of a sort of 
seesaw. 
The beam or base is so con­ 
structed that when one clock is elevated 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, w hile 
tho depressed clock lies over at an a n ­ 
glo, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed th a t it only moves 
when tho clock is perfectly perpendicu­ 
lar it follows that w hen the upright 
clock is going the depressed clock is at 
rest. 
A nother and more m odern variety has 
the tw o clocks fixed on the sam e level, 
but w ith a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. T his arm acts on a pivot aud eau 
bo brought down into actual contact 
w ith oue clock ut a tim e by a touch of 
tho finger. 
When it is thus in contact, 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop­ 
ped and tho desired result is attained. 
The w orking of the clock during a 
m atch is sim plicity itself. 
At the com ­ 
m encement of the m atch the hands of 
each clock point to 12. Then at the call 
of “ tim e to commence p lay ,” the clock 
of tho first player is s ta rte d ; then, as 
soon as he makes his first move, be stops 
his ow n clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, the 
same m otion starting his opponent's 
clock. 
So it goes on during the entire 
course of the game, each move being 
marked by the stopping of one clock aud 
the 
startin g 
of 
th e other.— Leisure 
Hour.

W. F. Bailey qontributes to The Cen­ 
tury an article ou “ The Pony Express, ” 
between St. Joseph, Mo., and San F r a n ­ 
cisco. 
Mr. Bailey says; 
A t firi-t the schedule was fixed a t IO 
days, an average of 8 miles au hour 
from start to finish. This was cut down 
to 8 days, requiring an average speed of 
IO miles. 
The quickest trip made was 
iu carrying President Lincoln’s inau­ 
gural address, w hich was done in 7 days 
and 17 hours, an average speed of 10.7 
miles per hour, the fastest tim e of any 
oue rider being 120 miles, from S m ith ’s 
Creek to F ort Churchill, by Pony Bob, 
in 
8 hours aud IO minutes, or 14.7 
miles per hour. 
Considering the dis­ 
tance and difficulties encountered, such 
as hostile Indians, road agents, floods 
and snowstorms, aud accidents to horses 
aud riders, the schedule was m a in ­ 
tained to an astonishing degree. 
The 
service created the greatest enthusiasm 
not only am ong tho employees, but also 
in the ran k s of stage employees, freight­ 
ers and residents along the route. 
To 
aid a “ pony” iii difficulty was a p riv ­ 
ilege, aud woe be to the mau who would 
so m uch as throw a atone in the way.

P H Y S IC A L T R A IN IN G . 


Its V alue aa a P reven tive and Cure 
of Pulm onary D iseases. 
Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals of Chicago, in 
a paper w ith this title, said th at the 
absence of systematic study by physi­ 
cians and the very m eager literature 
compelled him to be som ewhat dogmatic 
in his paper. 
One of the most common 
observations m ade by medical men, be 
said, was that the long, narrow, flat 
chested individual was the one liable to 
the 
development of tuberculosis and 
th at in patients presenting this form of 
ohest tho chances for recovery were re­ 
duced to a mi ai mum. 
This observation he considered suffi­ 
cient to suggest that system atic physical 
training in aiding tile development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic w alls 
aud pulm onary capacity w oald be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and in curing ifs early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, he said, furnished a most fa­ 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis. 
Therefore for the preven­ 
tion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand the lungs aud bring 
the air ceils into the best possible w ork­ 
ing condition. 
He thought it probable th a t in most 
cases there was an eurly tuberculous 
localized am rm ia,dim inishing the n u tr i­ 
tion of tho parts aud m aking them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilli and 
their toxins. Of the large percentage of 
the hum an fam ily said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the m ajority 
recovered, even when the disease affect­ 
ed the Inngs, it not proving fatal rn 
more than 12 per cent. 
He stated th at in most of those who 
recovered the discase had m ade but lit­ 
tle progress, and tbut it was only at 
autopsy after death from other causes 
thai its presence was detected, in view 
of which it was the p h y sician s duty to 
recommend measure* likely to strength­ 
en tho resisting power of tho lungs. 
The beneficial influence of a high a lti­ 
tude he considered probably due to the 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and th at a* a menus of prophylaxis the 
first measure should be to teach the pa­ 
tient to breathe deeply. 
C areful physical training, he said,

W a s h i n o t o v, Nov. 16.— Gen. Breck­ 
inridge coniinued his testimony before 
the war investigating commission.

had, he said, gone to Cuba as inspector 
general, arriving at Tampa on Jane 5. 
He had observed casually the prepara­ 
tion for tile disembarkation of troops 
before the expedition b it, and had con­ 
cluded that they were quite inadequate. 
Continu ua, he said that there was no 
preparation for landing in the face of 
an enemy other than that which the 
navy might furnish. So far as he had 
observed there wire only two lighters 
and two scows secured oil behalf of the 
army before the depaituro lroui Tampa. 
S p e a k in g of the conflict of authority 
on the transports, he said the masters of 
the vessels old not respond as promptly 
as might have been desired.
